There is 
no question at a time such 
this of the niceties of propriety. 
If justice is to be had and there 
is ‘no medium for obtaining it, 
we must create such a medium. 
But legally, the Court of Con- 
suls in Shanghai is possessed 
‘of the legal authority for such 
‘a court and it can easily dele- 
gate that responsibility to the 
new joint court of eminent jur- 
ists, ‘The court would simply 
find the evidence and publish 
it. Its sessions would be open 
and the widest latitude permit- 
ted in the presentation of evid- 
ence so long as it was not used 
as a propagandistic rostrum, 
‘The integrity and reputation of 
the judges, their fairness on the| 
bench and the certainty of a 
just recapitulation of the evid- 
ence would undoubtedly make it 
difficult if not impossible for| 
any fair-minded person to ques- 
tion their findings. And if the 
evidence showed that some for 
eigner had erred or that some! 
Chinese was in the wrong, if it 
became necessary to remove 
some foreign official or some 
Chinese official, the findings of| 
the court would be of such a 
quality as to make the task a 
simple one. For in justice, 
there can be no politics. 

‘We naturally dislike writing 
anything unpleasant about of- 
ficials, Chinese or foreign. They 
represent their governments and| 
are often unable to take steps 
which they favour for lack of 
instructions o contrary instruc- 
tions. But this is a time for 
‘action and for speedy action. 
Let there be an end to propa- 
ganda and casuistry. Let there 
be peace and justice that wo 
may resume our normal lives.

'To the Editor of the

A sympathetic 
understanding of the Chinese virw- 
point concerning the destiny of 
China as a nation aspiring to a full 
measure of democratic administra 
tion has been sadly wanting, and to 
my mind this aspect of the case is 
to some extent accountable for the 
difficulties in the way of Chinese 
‘and British merchants at the pres- 
ent jurteture to join, hands and 
combine efforts in looking into the 
thorny situation from every angle 
so-that some kind of a workable 
solution may lp evolved by which 
the ends of justice may be met in 
a manner without any losses of 
British prestige and with the assur- 
ance of maintaining the good-will of 
the Chinese people, now regretably 

‘on a marked decline. 
I should like to recall one of the 
British Chamber's conferences at 
which the delegates from British 
Chambers of Commerce in China 
were represented, and which, I be-

fable on the spot. Why can- 
not the Municipal Council take 
back the right to hold an inquiry, 
get at the facts and adopt a strong 
ine of action. 

Answerable as it is to the rate- 
payers who elect the members of 
the Municipal Couneil, why does 
not that body call a general rate- 
payers meeting, ascertain the gen- 
eral public feeling, and ask for a 
vote of confidence and full sup- 
port in a vigorous line of action to 
end the present situation? 

Hindsight is casier than fore-

This 
would make it very dangerous for 
the intimidators, ete., to work dur- 
ing their favourite hours, as it would 
render them an easy and conspicu- 
cus mtark for the police. ¢ 





























If necessary all Chinese entering 
the settlement from Chinese terri- 
tory could be required to have a 
permit, as was partially done in the 
Tocal troubles during last autumn. 

Chinese owned steamers could be 
forbidden to discharge passengers 
‘and cargoes along the s:ttlement 
waterfront as long as the shipping 
and wharf coolies strike which af 
fects foreign shipping firms, con- 
tinues. 

All Chinese printing concerns 
could be closed down till 
such time as the printers employed 
by foreign firms should be allowed 
to return to work. Water and light 
could be cut off from the Chinese 
‘outside the settlement till the work- 
fers returned to the waterworks and 
electric power station. 

Not one of these actions could 
be called unfair or unjust in view 
of the inactivity of the Chinese au- 
thorities to put a stop to the whole- 
sal> and devilish activities of the 
agitators against forcigners, and the 
donation of funds by influential 
Chinese residing in the settlement 
to the strikers’ unions. Indeed 
some have actually been suggest 
fed by the Chinese (1}) who 
anxious for a cessation of hostilities 
as the foreign community. 


MODERATE CHINESE 


‘This leads to a final suggestion: 
It is evident that there is a large 
body. of moderate Chinese, 
Chinese who. are not even 
pathy with the. present agitators.

Why is it 
not possible for those influer 
foreigners to get into closer touch 
with their Chinese friends, hold in- 
formal meetings at which wfree ox- 
pression of ideas and 
may take place, with the ultimate 
tend in view of a conference of bu 
hess Ieaders, Chinese and foreign, 
in Shanghai, held in an atmospher 
‘of mutual confidence and concilia- 
tion, out of which might arise an 
amicable adjustment of alll the 
Rrievances on both sides and ‘the 
passing of a satisfactory set of 
regulations governing the life and 
activity of the Shanghai community 
asa whole. = ee 

In other words let us foreign 
Jet ths Chinese know in no uricertain 
manner that we will stand no more 
of their present tactics, that we-are 
going to stick out for our rights 
Well as they, but that we are-per~ 
fretly willing to be friends, to.mect 
‘them in a conciliatory mood, to! lis~ 
ten to what they have to say, and to 
come toa just and mutually agree- 
able adjustment of interests, and, 
‘most important of all, to bind ur- 
felves along. with them to an agree 
ment to settle all future differences 
by arbitration, and not by recourse 
to such methods as have been pur- 
sued in the recent trouble

“I” quite agree that it is often 
possible to obtain a greater rate of 

terest from foreign or colonial se- 
curities than British but any ineome 
derived from such seecuri 
atill to suffer tax by the person res- 
ident in this country, so that when 
these people retire they will not gain 
‘any benefit beyond perhaps the en- 

need rate of interest. Income tax 
Payable in this country on all 
money derived from every source 
whatsoever with very few except- 
ions. 

People who invest. money in 
China with the idea of not paying 
tax on their return Home will see 
from the above that there is no ex- 
cape.

On Wednesday, the commander of 
the Fengtien forces in Chapei, who 
has declared martial law and has 
begun to deal effectively with the 
activities of the agitators, issued a 
farther proclamation, which should 
have a very chastening effect on 
further attempts by them to in 
midate Shanghai labourers who are 
conscientiously striving to earn an 
honest living. It is the strongest 
yet issued and in the concluding 
sentences of his decree General 
‘Shing Shi-lien definitely threatens 
the death penalty for thore who dis- 
obey the proclamation. 

The full text follor 

“Tt is my desire to maintain all 
good’ causes and to suppres all mis- 
chievous activities. The students, 
merchants, and labourers, ¢xcited by 
the bloodshed on May 30, have gone 
on strike, This indicates that they 
fre patriots and _ philanthropists 
worthy of our sympathy.

Caes of Attempted Suicide Fol- 
lowing Inhuman Treatment 
at West Gate 


That he became depressed as the’ 
result of ill-treatment while a cap- 
tive inthe Labour Union Headquar- 
ters at West Gate, was the story. 
told by a printer in the employ of 
fa foreign firm who was charged 
‘at the Mixed Court on the Sth with 
attempted suicide. 

According to the man’s story two 
men came to his house in Chapei 
‘and forced him to accompany them 
in a motor car to the headquarters 
of the Chapei Volunteers. They 
‘were told there that the Volunteers 
did not want anything to do with 
hhim and he was taken through the 
Settlement under restraint to the La- 
bour Union Headquarters near the

assaulted with fists and forced to 
kneel down with his hands tied be- 
hind him while a placard was 
hung on his chest and a photograph 
was taken of him. He was told 
that the photographs were going to 
be gistributed to show what was 
being done to people who worked 
for foreigrs. The unfortunate 
‘man was eventually told he would 
be let off $27. When he ssid he 
could not pay, he was informed that 
he-would have his hands “and ‘cars:

THREAT: TO WATER |COLLAPSE OF HOUSES 


HONGKONG 


Following © Torrential | Rain:| 
Well Known Chinese 
Among Dead 

Hongkong, July 17. 
‘A deluge of rain this morning, 
followed two or three days of tor- 
ential rains, caused the collapse of 
seven houses at Pohingfong, near 
the Disinfecting Station. 


Mr. Chau Siu-ki, a former mem-| 
ber of the Legislative Council, was 
killed. It is feared that his mother 
‘and two sons and their wives are 
among the dead. So far seven 
bodies have been dug out of the 
debris. The total number of per- 
sons living in the collapsed houses is 
believed to have been two hundred. 

‘The disaster occurred just after 
9 o'clock this morning after a 
night's downpour. The huge  re- 
taining wall sustaining the site of 
the old No. 3 Police Station at Bon- 
ham Road collapsed, entombing the 
houses at Pohingfong occupied by| 
wealthy Chinese families, Police, 
firemen and a St. John’s ambu- 
lance brigade promptly came to the’ 
rescue. 

Mr. Chau Siu-Ki was brought out 
alive and taken to a hospital, where 
fhe succumbed to injuries. His son, 
Mr. T.N. Chau, a barrister, was dug 
‘out alive and is expected to recover. 
Several persons entombed could not 
be reached in spite of the herculean 
efforts of the working parties 

‘A house also collapsed at Kow- 
loon, with the result that one Chi 
nese was killed and two others in- 
jured.

If there proved to 
be a real shortage in the course of 
the next few months, it would be 
possible to releaze the maximum 
production. There was no reason 
hy growers should not increase 
production in anticipation of this.
